Late News from Gov. Stevons. , 
From the Oregonian, 
Dr Evans, the United States geologist 
for Oregon, who was selected to accompany 
Gov. Stevens m the exploration of the pro- 
posed northern route for the Pacific railroad, 
arrived ig this city, on ‘Thursday evening. 
Dr. Evans left Gov. Stevens m the Black- 
foot country, one hundred miles cast of the 
Rocky Mountains, Gov Stevens had de- 
tailed two parties at that point, for the pur- 
pose of examining two routes over the moun- 
tains. One way ree forks under com- 
3 Im, and the other via 
Marias river pass, under the charge of Mr. 
Lander, civi} engineer. ‘Ihe main party 
under command of Lieut. Donelson, ccom- 
panied by Goy Stevens, would proceed via 
the Blackfeet trail, {Cadot’s pass.) 1t wall 
be seen by the following account of the ex- 
pedition, that the route has been found per- 
fectly practicable as far as the mountains. 
Dr. Evans snforms us that there are no dif- 
ficulties in cross»ng the Rocky mountains by 
the Blackfoot trail, as far as the Flathead 
village, on Bitter-root river. From this 
Y, passing a little to the north by the 
udson Bay trail, Lieat Saxton (whom he 
met one day’s march from Gdov Stevens? 
camp,) reports the route practicable to the 
Dalles of the Columbia. Thé party were 
all sn good health. A depot for supplies 
had been made at Fort Owen, in charge of 
Lieut. Arnold. 
# Dr. Evans has traveled a different routo 
from that takeh by Gov. Stevens, for the 
purpose of making as extended a reconnois- 
sance as practieable. Hr route has been 
south of the Missouri. Leaving that river 
at Fort Pierre, he proceeded south to the 
head waters of White river, thence along 
the basc of the Black hulls, on the high ta- 
ble land bordering those mountains, to the 
Yellow Stone. Crossing the Missouri river 
he asceaded the eame°to Milk river; and 
from thence midway between the Missoun 
and Milk rivers to the Blackfoot pass, thro’ 
which he came on to tho Bitter-root river, 
following up that stream to the Nez Peree 
trail, crossing the Bitter-root mountains, 
atid through the Nez Perces country to 
Walla Walls and the Dalles of the Colum- 
bia. Dre. Evans is fully satished thet thie 
a also, is perfectly feastble før a rail- 
road. 

Plenty of good grass and water were found 
on both of the routes explored ‘imber, 
also, is abundant, along many of the river 
bottoms. It is a matter of the highest im- 
portate to the future progress of this hith- 
erteuncxplored country, that this expedi- 
tion was undertaken, ag st has proved emib 
wently successful.

Scarcely had he assumed the reins of gov- 
ernment, when disturbances broke out in 
Kwang-se, a maratimo province lying in the 
extreme south, to the west of Canton, which 
subsequently ripened into the revolution 
which has proved so sucecssful. The Thae- 
ping or rebel dynasty dates from the origm 
of these disturbances, To -wnderstand the 
operations of the rebels. it must be borne in 
mind that the whole Empire is divided into 
eighteen provinces, each province mto pro- 
yincial districts, and each district into cities 
and towns of the first, second and third 
classes. The two provinces of Kwang-se 
and Kwang-tung, of which last Canton is 
the capital, front upon the China Sea in the 
south. 
the former Instead of turning theirt arms 
eastward azarnat the rich and powerful prov- 
ince of Kwang-tung adjoining, which m the 
infancy of their organszation eould have 
easily repelled them, they directed their 


mountains which, running east and west 
across the Empire, bounded their province 
on the north, and burst into Honnan. Af- 
ter à protracted contest here, they gradual- 
ly obtained aecessions to therr ranks, forced. 
the imperiahsts before them, and rapidly 


{overran Houpe, the nexti province to the 


north ond the very centre of the Empire.— 
This brought them to the banks of the Yang- 
teze-kiang, the great artery’ of the country, 
which, pursuing a course a little north of 
abd emplics inty 
the Pacific Ocean in the vicinity of Shang- 
lise. Their position upon this river enabled 
them to cut off the trade of both these citros. 
After delaying bere a sufficient time to col. 
lect a fleet of boats, they turned their faces 
eastward, descended the river, entered the 
rovince of Nganhoce, attacked and carried 
its capital, the great city of Nanking, by 
starm, and immediately pushed on to gain 
possession of Chin heang, an important city 
situated on the Yang-tsze-kiang, just where 
the Imperial canaf empties into n ‘They 
carried this by storm, and were thus enabled 
to command the emranec to thal important 
highway of trade. At last accounts they 
were still on the Yang-tszo-kiang, preparing 
to continuo their march to the north But 
two provinces intesfered between them and 
Peking, whieh is situates very near the 
Great Wall that separates China from Ta- 
tary. In their progress north, the rebels 

assed on ther right the threo eastern prov» 
taces of Kwang-tung, whoso capital is Can- 
ton; Fukien, in which is Amoy ; and Che- 
kiang, in which is Ningpo, By this subso- 
quent movement to the east, these throe 
provinces were brovght directly south of 
them. They have not yet boon altacked,

The communication is signed by Wm. 
Muller und Louis Emile Perrin, the English 
and French Consuls. Afteriantimaling that 
they have been :aformed of the extraordina- 
ry course pursued by some American mer- 
chants, landed proprietors, and other cite- 
zens of the United States, countenanced by 
iigh official functionaries at Honolulu, with 
a view to induce the King to alienate his 
sovereignty an the Islands, by immediate 
negotiations for annexation fo the United 
States, the two Conauls remoniatrate against 
his Mayesty’s becoming a party to the 
scheme, Such a course, they contend, 
would bo a yiolation of the understanding 
that the Kingdom was to be preserved a3 
an independent State, and that the attempt 
at annexation would be Jooked upon as a 


could not be regarded with indsllerence by 
either the Briigh or the French Govern- 
ment — Furthermore, that such an acf could 
not be done under the Hawanan Gonstifu- 
tion, and would be bostile to the well es- 
tablished laws of nations. 

This was followed by 3 counter state- 
ment by the U. S. Commisstoner, Luther 
Severance, which document is considered 
by ali parties as the views of the United 
st Government, and is highly spoken of 

a 

7 Ms. Severance, the American Commis- 
sioner, reminds the Minster that the Unitud 
States Government has never made any 
propositions to His Mayesty’s Government 
fo annex the Islands to the United States , 
bot adds that st 13 not surprising that the 
merchants and landed proprictors, whether 
Americans or others, should perceive great 
commercial advantages in snch a connec- 
tion. He therefore can see nothing very 
extraordinary m the project remonstrated 
against by the English aud french Consuls, 
and adds: ‘And sf now or at any future 
tame at shall be found to be decidedly for 
the saterest of both countrics to unite their 
sovereignites, 1 am unable to perceive ony 
treaty or moral obligations on the part ob 
either to forbid the desired union, or any 
good reason for foreign interference to pre- 
vent n.” Ho then at considerable length 
combats the arguments advanced by those 
Consuls, andfconchudes by stating that there 
1s nothing in the policy of the Umited States 
towards these Islands which requires con- 
cealment or demands explanation—notbing 
to disturb the harmony which happily ex- 
ists between the United States and the. 
great commercial powers of Europe.”— 
Considering the distanco from the seata of 
Government of Europe and America, he 
deems it advisable to depart from the usual 
course, and publish the letler, that st may 
go forth with the remonstranco of the Brit. 
ish and French Repsesentatiyes. 

What wall be the results of these new 
movements, was as yet uncertain ; but ıt 
appears clear that the way for annexation is 
opened, ant it remains only for the United 
States Government to extend the right hand 
of fellowship, which would be baled with 
pleasure by all parties at the Islands.

Baker's Bay to Shoalwater Bay In times 
gono by, when the Chenook tribe and other 
Indians were numerous bere, they kept open 
å thoroughfare betwcen these ‘two bays, but 
with their decrease; dnd custom tousg” tho 
route, Which runs through a rich alluvial 
yalley, vegetation sprang up and increased 
so rapidly that tho Indiana remaming were 
dnable tø contend with this úapid growth, 
which resulted ia entirely obscuring a con- 
siderable portion of the,rqule,. The Indians 
hero seemed to haye only a kind of tradition- 
ary idea of it, and had frequently“ tried to 
give me some jnformation about at, In the 
month of July, fast, I determined. to asccr- 
tain something more defnite, whereupon, 
with hatchet in hand, I entered the mouth 
of a httle creek‘on Baker's Bay at the dis- 
tanco of two miles from Cape Disappoint- 
ment, and cutting my way along the margin 
of the stream the distance of three hundred 
paces, I cpme to a beautiful lake. Captain 
C G. W.Quszel, of Shoalwater Bay, being 
along wwii wo succeeded in getting a 
small canoe into the luke; thence pursuing 
the samo (going due north) hatfia milo we 
discovefed on old portagé toad, following 
which, the distance of forty rods brought us 
to the well known Tarlitt Jako, (sometimes 
called John’s lake,) thence, still duc north, 
a distance of near one mile to the lower end 
ôf sad lake, thence entcritg a narrow chan- 
nel most donsely thafthed on either side with 
brush and small timber, which ‘niakés its 
way through a level region of country to 
Shoalwater Bay. Three miles and a half 
from the last mentioned lake, this slough or 
creok opens out to sufficient width and

A Chinaman on horseback ceases 
to be the object of his own will, ant 1s gen- 
erally subservient to that of his borse.

It often happons that great benefits are 
conferred upon society by men whose per- 
sonal qualities are not such as to entitle 
them to esteem or respect, but who, never- 
theless, attain rank and social gonsideration 
in consequence of their services to their fel- 
low men. In many depaitments of active 
life, great resulls are” not unfrequently at- 
tained by those whos2 qualities, eather moral 
or intellectual, are far inferior even to the 
average standard , yetat n considered nght, 
and for the interest of society, to overlook 
defects of this kind, and to regard such men 
for what they Aare dom, irrespective of 
what they are, nor could society safely pro- 
ceed on anyother plan But uo such diaw- 
Dachs exist in the case of the (rue educ tor 
Not only are his dongs of the utmost bene- 
fit to his country, but his own beng must 
correspond in excellence to his deeds, his 
“oulward endeasors” being necessarily a re- 
Nection of his inward condition How can 
he teach unless be has been taught? How 
can he successfully act upon the mind of his 
pupils unless ho has studied the phenomena 
of his own? How can he make others 
think, unless he has himself thought much ?

at large, 1t 1s notoriously the refuge and last 
resource of many whose inferiority botu in- 
tellectual and moral, has beón shown by 
numerous failures in other departments of 
exertion, Which cannot be regarded ag ma- 
king demands upon the mental powers, but’ 
who often rise to success and emmence in 
thw, the same fact bemg plainly smdicated 
too by the circumstance that so little of dis- 
tmetiye speciality does the vocation pre- 
sent, that even ils highest posts’aie almost 
invariably filled by men who, whatever be 
their other, accomplishments, have never 
made x a distinct object of study, but have 
genorally been so wholly engrossed with pur- 
suits of a totally different kind, that they can 
hardly have bestowed even a fiasaing thought 
upon it, until (hey were actually invested 
with ttadignities, These men, besides, con- 
fessedly at the head of the so called profes- 
sion, do not conceal the somewhat contemp- 
tuous feelings they enleitam towards it, and 
evidently regard its employments as mere 
stepping stones to other objects of ambition, 
which stand much higher m their estimation, 
“If such things be done im the green tree, 
what shall bo done inthe dry? Moso hit- 
tle of pecuhar knowledge or capability 1s 
requisite to the due perforinance of the du- 
tres of the chief places in the profession, 
must tt not necessarily follow—as indeed 1s 
the case—that the great body of ns mem- 
bers have no prevailing characteristi-s of 
any kind? Many undergo no spectral train-, 
ing, and are thug altogether destitute of that 
esprit de corps which serves so many useful 
purposes, and acts as a strong restraint upon 
vicious indwwiduuls, They are subject to no 
searching examinations, prepaiatory to being 
admitted to practice their calling, s0 that 
(here 19 no trustworthy guarantee of their 
moral] or intellectiial fitness to perform their 
assumed duties , they are not recognised by 
the State 10 any capacity except that of tax- 
paying individualé, Ju short if you really 
do allude to the actually existing educators, 
it can only be ironically , it you are in ear- 
nest, you may expect lo be laughed at by 
everybody who knows any thing whatever 
of that strange body—the schoolmaster ”? 
We fear we must admit the general truth 
of these objections, so far as they relate to 
the actual condition of the profcssur,—and 
that our views of it are drawn not from the 
existing state of things, but from abstract 
considerations of als essentzwd nature, leaving 
out of account for the present the merely 
accidental circumstances by whioh ats truc 
character is obscured and defaced, — Fhis 
avowal, wo doubt not, will be read with un- 
disguised contempt by many of our practi- 
cal countrymen who arc apt to think Jightly 
of whatever passes beyond the bounds of the 
visible and tangible. And our statements 
may be ndiculed, even by educators, as the 
dreams of a Utopean optimist Alas? that 
such should be the low condition of educa- 
tion and educators, as to make what should 
be nothing more thay a description of the 
real, appear the idle imaginings of an un- 
governed fancy. To the charge of idealism, 
however, we willingly plead guilly—being 
fully convinced of the close aud necessary 
connection between ideas and deeds Bx- 
cellence in any pursuit can never be attained 
by those who are content to bound their

their example, and their power of ome | 
good? But we shall be asked with an in-, 
credulous sneer, “Where aro these wonder- 
ful men whose virtues and usefulness you: 
extol so loudly? Never has n been our 
„good fortune to encounter one of those hv- 
ing personifications of every excellence , and i 
we m common with society at laige, should ’ 
be only too happy to have the opportunity 
of doing them honor You surcly cannot 
mean the members of that nondescript class, 
whose occupation ts neither a profession nor 
a trade, but parlakes of the worst characters 
of both—whose vocation, so far from being 
noble and dignified, ta untveisally regarded 
by others, and not unfrequently by them- 
selvos, as mean ond contemptible, sntoler- 
ably tedious, and abounding in potty vexa- 
tions, so fr fiom being of most “importance 
and ufhty in the State, 3 merely a mode of 
ndding parents of their children during tho 
most troublesome and unuitercsting period 
of life, and of keeping thoso cluldicn out of 
mischief by a dull round of useless and dis- 
agreeable studies, whivh are abandoned and

stance, are called upon to perform heroic 
acnons  Mostof their time is spent tn what 
shallow observérs call trifling and useless 
minutia, and which would-descrve to be so 
called if considered without reference to any 
thing oxcapt themselves, but which soquire 
importance, and cease to b2 vexatious when 
it as seen that they lav the foundation of 
that discipline and obedienco to superiors

tion necessarily becomes wholly engrossed 
mits detuls, which being, as we have said, 
m themselves pelly and unimportant-—nay 
disagreeable and repulsi e—soon dimiunshes 
the interest he may at first have felt in ns 
duties, and lead him to look with contempt 
and dislike upon tho profession which has 
ceased to be to him a source of pride and 
pleasurable enjoyment To expeot that du- 
ties which excite such feelings will bo well 
performed, would argue little knowledge of 
human naturo or acquaimtance with the 
would. Day after day they will be more 
curelessly executed, until such a state has 
been reached, that they are got through by 
a merely mechanical excicise of the facul- 
tes; and so far as soul or intellect is m- 
volved, the performance of them can sink 
no lower At this point men remain sta- 
onary, and a certain feeling of paticnt 1m- 
diflerenco lakes possession of the mind—a 
feeling which niay be mistaken for content- 
mont, but which i seally tho most hopeless 
of all conditions, ang leaves little chance ol 
better things from thoss who are sunk i0 
this “Slough of Despond ” 
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, Theso remuks are paculigrly applicable 
to the profession of the educator, which js 


essentially one of detail, which possesses |, 


comparatively few opportunites ‘of ‘public; 
display with its attendant :éxycitement , 
which'preseats httle vanety in the unceas~ 
ing round of its dutics, and which, undoubt- 
edly, bas sts full share of trouble and vexd-, 
tion Unless the educator ts able to pipe 
above the details with which he 18 concerned, 
and as from an, elevation, tó look down upon, 
them, so as to take a general view of their 
relation to ong another, and of the whole of 
which they are part, whereby alone’ a due 
impyession ‘of their importance can be made 
upon hig ‘mnd, it can hardly, be otherwise 
than that yéar by year’ ins Sspirations bo 
como legs elevated, and his Purformances 
moje mean, untiLat Jength he sishs down 
toa méie formahst, without vital cnergy 
himself, and therefore meapable of imparting 
spiritual hfe to others. 

It 13 true such men, spare themsels es many 
mortifications that must Ve endured by those 
who have higher objects, and who are con- 
stantly compelled to lament the great dis- 
crepancy between their arms and ther per- 
formances, their daily sho.t-comings, sloth- 
fulness and blindedness. ; 

But though the latter are deprived of the 
dall repose and self-satisfied indifference of 
those who take lower views of duty, they 
have ample compensation in the approval of 
their own consciences, in the perception of 
their prayers and the abundant fruits of their 
labors Thus these very circumstances, 
which toothers would be productive of noth- 
ing but vexation, are to them sources of 
positive pleasure, and many things n them- 
selves, and viewed apart from the great ob 
jects which they sabserve, would be simply 
troublesome and annoying, become interest- 
ing and important when considered in their 
due relation to the system at large. It is 
only, then, by adopting juster and more cle- 
vated ideas respecting their profession, that 
educators can successtully attempt to ruse 
tt to its proper eminence So long as they 
acquiesce im mean and disparaging opmions 
relating to ut, and have no clear conviction 
of ns essential digmity and value, so long 
must we expect to see the profession de- 
prived of its just mghts, privileges and an- 
fluence, and its members hule better than 
social outeasis That the opimions we have 
here stated are not merely imaginative, but 
capable of reahzatoon, 1s proved by the fact 
that some educataag have actually exempli- 
fied m their lives and characte: all the 
qualities which we have described as con- 
stituling the ideal of an educator Such 
men as Anpsott in America, ARNOLD and 
Mayo in England, Pettranure and Pes- 
TALO7ZE m Switzeiland, and Jacotor in 
Belgium, rescue the profession trom the 
“law and lost estate” rato which (he treach 
ery of others had sunk it They show 
what education should be, and may serve 
as models for the imitation—not servile, but 
intelligent and independent—of those who 
desire to mahe the profession worthy of ts 
noble objects, and the reverence and love 
wherewith (het, pupils and the world at 
large reward them From that, there is 
ample encouragement for all who haye suf- 
ficient knowledge, enerzy and virtua to 
tread m their footsteps

single exception A want:of ice in the 
market of San Francigco.was felt, soon af- 
ter the advent of the Americans, dng the 
attention of several gentlemen of our city 
was at once directed to this point, a at- 
fording a proximate position from which the 
market could be supplied, without awaiting 
the tedious voyage of a vessel from the At- 
lantic £ company was accordingly formed 
here, which, after negotiation, dbtamed the 
permission of the Russian Government to 
procure a regular supply of this ai tiele — 
{ts privileges were “also made exclusive, 
but were limited to the trade in this article 
alone By reason of this trade a more m- 
timate relationship hag arisen between our 
port and that of Sitka, rendyrmg the latter 
one of some interest to us” Our attention 
has been directed to this subject by the ar- 
rival at this port a few days since, of the 
Russian brig Sehilekoff, forty-one days from 
Sitha Through the politeness of Captain 
Juselius, we have been placed in possession 
of sorie facts which may prove interesting 
Sitka 1s an island, near the 59th degree of 
latitude Upon this island there 1s but one 
town, or rather factory, called Suka = This 
place is located upon a beautiful bay com- 
pletely land-loched, and affording the am- 
plest secuuty for shipping The popula- 
tion of the town 1s fifteen hundred or two 
thousand souls, all of whom are attached to 
the trading company lrst mentioned Tho 
houses composmg the town are burnt of 
logs, somewllat after the fisbion of those in 
the new States of the Union. The men are 
employed in trapping, and an trading for 
skins with the Indians. These shins are 
confined to the beayer, otter and sefl, which 
are taken m great numbers by the natives 
Phe face of the island 13 rough and moun- 
tunous, possessing but httle arable land — 
This, however, i8 cultivated, and yields a 
scanty supply of votitoes, cabbages and 
ather vegetables, which are the only veget- 
able productions of the island = ‘The sup- 
plies of provisions are mostly obtained from 
Europe—from the former, salt meats, and 
from the latter, flour and other breacstuffs, 
The only fresh meat is that of the deer, 
which animal is successfully hunted through 
the dense forests by the Indians alone In 
this pursuit the gun is used Small shallow 
streams trickle down the bills into the 
ocean, and these are fled with fish in great 
variety. At certam seasons salmon are 
found m abundance, at times complctely 
choking up the streams, from which they 
are tahen with the hand, or by means of a 
small book used by the Indians for that pur- 
pose Other species of fish are taken wath 
spears Upon these articles of food the ta- 
habitants subsist, although from the remote 
position of the island they are often canght 
with a limted general supply of provisions. 
lhe only article of traffic which tho island 
affords ıs that of lumber. ‘There are at 
present two saw mills running, both of 
which ac driven by water ‘Lhe company 
is, however, engaged in tle erechon of an- 
other, to be propelled by sleam. Fhis is 
designed to be a floating mill, and wll be 
removed from place to place along the 
coast, as the only timber available is that 
immediately upon the beach In felling 
trees itis necessary that they be made to 
tall mto the water Should they fall land- 
ward, the forest 1s so dense that no use can 
be made of them, and hence has the expt- 
dicent of a floating mill been adopted — ‘The 
only tiniber upon the island isa sj ectes of 
white pine, an artigle with which the brig 
ts laden, ‘The ice with which our market 
is furmshed is taken from nee shall Jakes 
back of the town In these the’ water 1s 
but four or five feet deep When the brig 
sailed the supply of last winter had been 
exhausted She left in tho harbor no other 
vesse}, and the tnhabitants were plodding oni 
as usual, completely cut off from all iuter- 
course, with other portions of the world,— 
The napves of the island live im houses 
sumiluly constructed to thosc of the Buro- 
peans. Theoy lead a hfe of contentment aud 
indolence Although possessed of no very 
low order of intellect, they are said to be 
extremely lazy. The colony ts under the 
control of a Governor, who 1s assisted’ by 
two subordinates, Particular observance ts 
paid to religious worship— there bomg some 
soven or cight mnimstera of the Greek Church 
in the town al this time, ‘Tho island pos-

The time which has elapsed since my 
promise to .wnto has put mo in possession 
of much general ynformation concerning the 
geo¥raphy and natural resourses ot this 
section of the Teritory © The’ prairies 
found upon the head waters of. Willipay 
liver, are sufficiently extensive to ‘admit of 
a large settlement, and ‘no doubtas now’ cus 
tertained of the practicabiltty of construct- 
ing a good wagon road from the above‘prai-’ 
ttes to intersect the road léading from the 
Cowlitz to Olympia. A party of our citi- 
zens will soo proceed to survey the above 
road, which will run mostly through a good 
farming country,’ of prairie and tnnber, 
with a soil of light black loam from 3 to 5 
feet deep—which for strength and produc- 
tive capacity, 13 not surpassed. by any oti 
the Pacifi coast. The land along ‘the bay 
ts of the same nature; and lies well for cul~ 
ivation, but cannot be made immediately 
available for farming purposes, asit 1s.-cov- 
ered with an immense growth of evergreen 
umber, affording however, great facilities 
for the manufacture of lumber, which will 
be an extensive business here as soon as 
mills can be erected. f 

The business of oyr bay ts fast increasing, 
our ettizens, although poor at first, have es~ 
tablished a brisk traue w the aystering and 
lumbering line, by whicli in & few wonths 
they bave acquired the means sufficient to 
pluce them m comfortable and easy circum- 
stances, while the farmer has been abund 
antly rewarded Tor all Ins Inbors. 

The immigrant who has the means to 
travel would do well to visit the north side 
of the Columbia, before settling in Oregon, 
as herd he finds a large vacant field m 
which to make his sclection of -a claim.— 
This ıs one great mmducement, as nearly all 
first rate claims in Oregon are occupied — 
lhe flattermg prospect of abundance from 
the labors ot the people, together with the 
assurance of good health, hitherto realized 
in this Territory, renders every poor man’s 
labor a sure capital, by which he may aval 
himself of the various resources of wealth, 
which abound in all parts of the country 
And while wè sincerely desire the prosper- 
ty and settleħent of our sister Termtory, 
we cannot forbear a suggestion to the poor 
emigrant, that he settle in a country where 
he 13 not hable to be shaken dany by the 
fever and ague, or to have bis only capital, 
bis health, taken from bim by bilhous and 
intermittent fevers. But I have digressed 
widely from my subject, so 1 wall return, 
with an apology, to Shoalwater Bay Here 
is thé bark Arianna, Capt Ankers, direct 
from New York, to San Fiancisco, where 
she chartered for this place without chart 
or pilot ‘The Capt found no difficulty tn 
coming in at the middle channel , the least 
water bemg four fathoms on the bar, Capt 
A. speaks in the highest terms of the cen- 
trance tothe bay We have also in port, 
brig Sophia, for piles and square timber ;

Dutch Archipelago on his return home, ac- 
cording to the principles of ‘manifest dest- 
ny, with all the ‘modern improvements.” — 
But the Emperor Nicholas has other objects 
to compass besides watching the movements 
of Commodore Perry ” 


The authority we have quoted thinks that 
the present revolution ın China will be seized 
upon by the Autocrat as a favorable oppor- 
tumty forthe extension of the Russian doc- 
trme of annexation indefinitely to tho south- 
ward. Such perhaps is the design of the 
Russian fleet in the waters of Japan The 
pohcy of Russia is to stretch her arms to the 
segin every direction At present, though 
all powerful on tha Continent, she 13 com 
paratively weak upon the ocean from her 
insulated position. Hence the real secret of 
the perunacity of her claims upon Turkey 
The Czar destres the command of the eas 
tern straits of the Mediterranean from the 
immense commercial and naval adyantages 
which such occupation wouldbestow ‘Lhe 
same desire of conquest that brought down 
the barbarians of the north upon the fertile 
plains of Italy induces (he movements of the 
northern Russians upon southern China, Ja- 
pan and the Phillipine Islands Hoere 1s 
space fertility, and the famed wealth of the 
Indies, to incite her hordes, and the Czar 
will not be content with his frozen posses- 
stonsin the North Pacific. Tho growing 
trade of the North American Russian Pos- 
sessions has already cacited tha earnest at- 
tention of that Government The next 
move will be to secure valuable seaports in 
more genial and central locatyong in the Pa- 
cific. As the Russian Pacific commerce in- 
creases, as it must do very speedily, there 
will be a demand for outlets and Cepots™for 

er commerce Hence the jealousy with

VISIT or TBE ÅMPRRICRITE Fo TRÈ ARc- 
tic Reorons —H B M.S Amphritrite, 
which hag just returned from the Arche 
Occean, found the “floe icc? at Iey Cape cx- 
tending as far as the eye could reach, as Jate 
as August Gth ° Icy Cope is the extreme 
north-western point of America,in jatabwde 
TO degrees north, about five degrees above 
the narrowest part ot Behring’s Stras Ant 
this polht the coast turns abruptly, and rans 
as far as explored, nearly due enst Pomt 
Barrow, wliere the Plover wintered, 18 to 
the north and cast of Jey Cape, still farther 
withon the Arctic Ocean. ‘The place itseld 
is a miserable epot, with no rising ground 
near, and nothing but ice to beseen for miles 
around. There ave about two hundred no- 
tives here, most desperate thieves, and x 
required (be utmost caution and good man- 
agement on the part of tho English to re- 
main on frrendly terms with them, and at 

the sametine ropress this vicious propensity. 
The Plover, after receiving her supplies 
from the Rattlesnake at Poent Spencer, took 
her departure on the 24th of August Tor 
Point Barrow, to remain anothez winter, 
locked up m those dismal regions of tec.— 
Two other English vessels of war—the 
Raterpriso and Investigalor— passed Point 
Barrow year before last, and penetrated 
sull farther into the ice, on the look-out fos 
Sir Soha Franklin. Nothing bad been heard 
of themsince they left, and from thé strong 
current and daifting reo setting north-cast , 
when tho Amphritrite left, there was httle 
chanco of their putting back again, Indeed 
it was generally considered impossible, The 
Amphnitrite loft Port Clarence, maside of 
the Straits, on the 8th of September, pass- 
ed the Aleutian Islands in five days, and 
arrived at Honolulu on the 1st of October.
